103 LOST ON WRECKED SHIP 


43 Survivors Are Taken From Red 
Cross Liner. 
Forty-three persons 
on 
the 
Rod 
Cross line steamship Florizel, wrecked 
near Cape Race, N. F., in a storm, 
were rescued. 
Three rescue ships brought tho first 
batch of the survivors to port. Others 
are on the way. 
Among the survivors are five saloon 
and seven steerage passengers. Thero 
were 14G passengers and members of 
the crew on tho Florizel. 
The Florizel Is pounding to pieces 
on the rocks in Broad Cove, two miles 
from the cape. 
The first batch of survivors was tak­ 
en off in three lifeboats and four do­ 
ries from the coastal steamship pros- 
pero. 
The sea was 
so 
rough they 
could not approach the shore. All had 
suffered terribly from cold and ex­ 
posure. 
Steamships met the boats and took 
tho rescued aboard.

Risotto.—Put two ta- 
hlospoonfuls of olive oil 
Into a siiuoepan, add two 
sliced onions, and a cup* 
ful of rice. Cook, stir­

fork 15 minutes» then add 
two cupfuls of stock, a 
quart of tomatoes put 
through a sieve, three 
tahlespoonfuls of butler subsiitutet a 
half teaspoonful of salt, two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, a few grains of 
cayenne, cook an hour at a low temper­ 
ature, add a cupful of mushrooms cut 
in slices and sauted in butter. Serve 
hot with grated Parmesan cheese. 
Potage Albert.— Soak a cupful of 
Lima beans over night in four cupfuls 
of water. In the morning add a cup­ 
ful of string beans and cook together 
until the beans are soft. 
Add one po­ 
tato and one tomato, cook until soft, 
remove and mash with enough olive oil 
to make a paste. Add to the bean mix­ 
ture with salt and pepper to taste, 
bring to the boiling point and serve 
hot. 
French Fried Corniiieal Mush.—Mix 
three-fourths of a cupful of cornmeal, 
a teaspoonful of salt, add it slowly to 
three cupfuls of boiling water.

Fifih Balls With 
Tomato 
Sauce.— 
Take one and a 
half 
cupfuls 
of 
flaked 
fish, 
three 
cupfuls of potatoes- 
Cook together un­ 
til the potatoes are tender, then mash 
and beat very light, add one cupful of 
milk, a seasoning of salt and pepper, 
shape into balls and roll in beaten egg 
and sifted bread crumbs, then fry in 
hot fat. 
I)i*ain and serve with half 
a cupful of strained tomato, three pep­ 
per corns, a bay leaf, stew and'reraovo 
the seasoning, rub through a sieve 
and thicken with a tablespoonful each 
of flour and butter, creamed together, 
cook for five minutes, season and pour 
around the fish balls. 
Baked Codfish With Cheese,—Take 
two cupfuls of flaked fish, one cupful 
of mashed potatoes, two eggs, three 
cupfuls of milk, a half cupful of sweet 
fat, a fourth of a cupful of grated 
cheese, and two milk crackers rolled. 
5Iix all together, add the beaten egg 
and seasoning to taste, cover with well 
buttered crackers, and bake. 
Cream of Codfish on Toast,—Take two 
cupfuls of shredded fisJ], slnnner until 
tender, Take a cupful of rich, sour 
cream, salt and a little flour, cook un­ 
til smooth, pour over well buttered 
tojist after adding the fish to the sauce. 
Mmc. Begue's Codfish With Beans.— 
Take

of

wliite beans, one large onion, one 
pound of codfish, salt and peppor to 
taste.

A Western Canada Crop Estimat­ 
ed at $12.000; Makes 
$19,000. 


Messrs. Harris, formerly of* Audu­ 
bon, Iowa, wrote the ‘‘Audubon Advo­ 
cate,” expressing their satisfaction of 
things in Western Canada. They lo­ 
cated at ^lakepeace, Alberta. They 
say there are those who make good, 
and those wlio fall. 
The former are 
those that land agents refer to when 
advertising their land. “But,** contin­ 
ues the letter, ^*A great many of the 
farmers in this vicinity pay for their 
land with their first crop, A man 
near hero bought a section of land in 
the year 1015 for $23 per acre. He 
broke 300 acres of the land during the 
summer of 1015. In the fall of 1010 
he threshed 10,000 bushels of wheat, 
which paid for Ills land, all expenses 
and had a balance of 94,000. In the 
fall of 1017 h6 ^threshed nearly as 
much ofl! the other half of the section. 
At the present time ho would not take 
?50 per aci'e for his land. 
“Wo have had five crops in Alberta. 
The two dry years (1014-1017) our 
wheat made 20 and 30 bushels to the 
acre respectively. In lOlG wo raised 
00 bushels of \vheat to the acre on 
summer fallow. Tho best results are 
obtained by plowing or breaking In 
tho summer, working it down in the 
fall so that it will retain tho moisture. 
Thus farming one-half your grounil 
each year. 
“Persons .owning land here and still 
living in the States should, if they 
don’t feel themselves able to come up 
here and finance themselves until they 
could get their first crop, get some of 
their land broken and worked down 
in the fall before they come. The 
next spring they could come and put 
in the crop, fence and put up their 
buildings. 
This way they have to 
wait only one summer for their first 
crop. 
“It is not advisable for a person to 
come here in the spring, break out 
land and put It in crop the first year, 
.because the moisture Is not in the 
ground and a failure is almost cer­ 
tain unless it is an exceptionally w^et 
year. 
“One of the boys from that locality, 
i\Ir, Peder AL Jenseil came to Alberta 
last spring. He bought a 30-G0 Rum- 
ely Oil-Pull ehglne on the Sth day of 
June, 1017. After that date he broke 
1,100 acres of prairie sod for which 
he received an iiverago of $5.00 per 
acre. 
“Mr, Hansen from your community, 
was up here last fall with several 
prospective land buyers from that 
nelghborliood. 
At that time he in­ 
quired the value of the crop on the 
section 'svo were farming. 'We told 
him that it would probably make In 
the neighborhood of $12,000. 
This 
same crop when sold brought nearly 
$10,000. 
The most of it being sold 
when prices were low for the year,*'—

\Valdheim Mill, operated by J. R. llart- 
mau, was icebound lbe road from the 
mill to the pike, about one-half mile is 
covered with ice the entire length, with 
from 3 to G feet of ice aud other roads to 
the mill were closed in the same manner.

I Illinois. "To double the acre yield on 


many fields now being tilled," he says, 
"is possible by giving the proper atten- 
tion to the simple fundamentals of 
crop production, such as drainage, seed 
selection, more timely and thorough 
tillage, the proper rotation of crops 
and the fertilization of the soil. 


"Fertilization of the soil means the 


use of any available plantfood such as 
manure, legumes and commercial fer- 
tilizers.

HINTS FOR THE 


POULTRY GROWERS I 


In addition to the grain and the 


tnble scraps in feeding chickens i'or 
meat and eggs, it i.s well to feed a dry 
inash. This dry mush is composed of 
various ground grains and is placed 
In a mash hopper or box from which 
the hens can help themselves. 
The 


advantage of feeding such a mash is 
that the hens always have access to 
feed, and this tends to make up for 
any faulty, inexperienced, or instilli- 
cient feeding. 
The hens do not like 


the dry mash so well that they are 
likely .to overeat, but it will supply a 
source of feed in case they are not 
getting enough. The dry mash also 
provides u suitable medium for feeding 
beef scrap, a certain amount of which 
may or may not be necessary, depend- 
ing upon the amount of meat scraps 
available in the table waste. 
If the 


hc-iis show a tendency to become over- 
fat it may be desirable To clo^e the 
mash hopper during a part of the day 
and. allow them access to it only dur- 
ing a certain period, preferably the 
afternoon. A good dry mash is com- 
posed of cqu;:1 parts by weight of 
cornmeai, wheat bran, wheat mid- 
dlings, and beef scrap. 
Another good 


mash is composed of three parts by 
weight of cornmeai and one part beef 
scrap. 
Still a third mash, which lias 


given excellent results, is composed of 
one pound of wheat bran, one pound 


• of wheat middlings. O.f> pounds of hoof 


scraps, and 1G.5 pounds of cornmeai. 
The beef scrap used in the dry mash 
is usually the most expensive ingred- 
ient, but it is a very essential part of 
the mash and very efficient for egg 
production. 
It should not be elimi- 


nated or reduced unless the quantity 
of meat in the table scraps is consid- 
erable or unless some other product 
can be substituted for it. Fish scrap, 
when available, may replace the beef 
scrap, or cottonseed meal can be used 
to replace one-half the beef scrap in 
the mash. No attempt should be made 
to replace more than half the beet' 
scrap with cottonseed meal, as the re- 
sults in egg production and in the 
nuality of the v.ggs will be unsatisfac- 
tory. 


Green cut bone cnn often be pur- 


chased from the butcher.

terial when procured fresh makes tin 
excellent substitute for beef scrap. It 
should be purchased in small quanti- 
ties, as it. can not be k^pt fresh i'or 
any length of time and when spoiled 
may cause severe bowel trouble.

i ous as now, or so well developed. 


While the manner in which a navi- 


gator determines bis ship's position on 
the vast face of the deep must always 
be something of a mystery to the lands- 
man, 
it does not long remain so to the 


earnest student; of navigation. 
Some 


of. the students at shipping board 
schools have been able, after 
three 


weeks' study, to • determine by obser- 
vation the position of a ship at sea 
within three miles, which is considered 
a creditable performance. 
The best 


navigators, on large ships, when abje 
to check up their observations by the 
work of more than one observer, some- 
times do no better. 


Early Navigation. 


In the early days of ocean naviga- 


tion the navigator never knew his po- 
sition at sea within many leaa;u<-s. 
It 


was customary for ships on the voy- 
age from Europe to America to sail 
westerly until a landfall was made, 
then coast to their destination. 
'"Columbus followed this method, for 
want of anything better. 


Given sextant and chronometer, the 


navigator today reduces the job of 
finding his position to one of careful 
('muring. 
Latitude is found by obser- 


vation of the height, or altitude, of the 
sun at noon. 


Longitude is quite another thing, it 


being the distance between two places 
<m the earth's surface, expressed in 
decrees. 
It is based on the rotation 


of the earth on its axis every 24 hours, 
causing meridians 1~> degrees apart—a 
meridian being a line between the 


f equator and the poles—to pass under 
a certain fixed point in the heavens at 
one-hour intervals. 


For determining longitude all chro- 


nometers used on American and Brit- 
ish ships are set on the time of the 
meridian of Greenwich observatory, 
near London. 
French ships figure 


from the meridian of Paris. 


Knowing by his chronometer the 


time at Greenwich, and by observation 
of the sun at 8 a. in. or 4 p. m. his own 
time, tho mariner, by the aid of tables, 
has only to find the difference in these 
two times, to find bis distance in de- 
grees from Greenwich. 
This found, 


the distance is easiry expressed 
in 


miles, and marks his position on bis 
chart. 


"Dead Reckoning." 


Prior to the perfection of the chro- 


nometer, the common method of deter- 
mining longitude was by "dead reckon- 
ing," that is, estimating a ship's run 
day by day, by means of the log, a de- 
vice for telling her speed by means of 
the rate at which knots in a line, paid 


out astern, with a wooden "log" at the- 
end, slipped over the rail in a given 
number of seconds. This was uncer- 
tain, and baffling 
winds 
and 
foul 


weather made it entirely unreliable. 


Many fatal shipwrecks resulted from 


mistakes in estimating a ship's position, 
by dead reckoning. 
England lost sev- 


eral of her best ships of war in the 
eighteenth 
century by their losing 


their bearings and crashing upon a 
rocky shore. One of its bravest ad- 
mirals, Sir Cloudesley Shovel, lost his 
life in a wreck caused in this way. 


The world owes much in navigation 


to the Portuguese, as it was Prince 
Henry the Navigator of that nation, 
who collated all the ancient lore on 
the subject, in the fifteenth century, 
and pointed the way to better means 
of determining latitude than by the an- 
cient astrolabe and cross staff. 


The sextant and chronometer were 


both of English origin, however, and 
were brought out within five years of 
each other, the sextant in 1731 and the 
chronometer—an improved clock—in 
1735. 
Modern navigation, such as so- 


many Americans are studying today, 
may be said to date from the perfec- 
tion of these two instruments.

Germany. 


JUMPS FROM MOVING TRAIN 


American Strategy 
Triumphs Over 


German Efficiency—One of 
His 


Hardest Stunts Was Swimming 


River Meusc. 


Chicago.—Pat O'Brien of Momence, 


111., is back from the fighting front. 


In the British flying corps the young 


man from Momence is known as Lieut. 
Patrick Alva O'Brien. He is famous 
for several reasons. His real story be- 
gan when he made a descent of nearly 
two miles in-his airplane after a Ger- 
man bullet in the face had rendered 
him unconscious. The fall cost him a 
bump on the head. 


He jumped out of the window of a 


moving train on his way to a German 
prison camp, and escaped. 
Then he 


spent 72 days in getting to Holland, a 
distance of 250 miles as the airplane 
ilies. And the story ends with one of 
the longest interviews with a king on 
record—52 minutes by the royal stop- 
watch. 


Many times during those 72 nights of 


travel through Germany, Luxemburg, 
and 
occupied 
Belgium, 
American 


strategy triumphed over German effi- 
ciency. 


"Usually," said Lioutenarlt O'Brien, 


"when a bunch of fellows get together, 
they talk about women. 
But in our 


first prison, in Flanders, we talked 
only about escape and food, and got 
very littlo of either. There were eight 
officers going to an interior prison 
camp, and a guard with a rifle for ev- 
ery two' prisoners. 


Leaps From Train. 


"We rode all day and all night. 


Twice I put up the window to jump 
and lost my nerve. It looked too much 
like sudden death. 
As I put it up 


again, about four in the morning, the 
guard gave me an ugly look. I knew 
it was then or never and dove out. 


"For nearly a month afterward I 


thought my left eye was gone. 
The 


scars arc there yet. By the time the 
train stopped, a half-mile on, or more, 
I was up and stumbled to a hiding 
place. 
Those Germans looked every- 


where—on the side of the tracks to- 
ward the border. I was in the oppo- 
site direction. 


"It was a month before I got rid of 


my English uniform. I stole a pair of 
overalls one night. 
I got a cap the 


next and a shirt later. A Belgian gave 
me a scarf. That was all the help I 
got." 


As an appetizer Lieutenant O'Brien 


ate turnip. The entree was sugar beet, 
and the meal closed with a cabbage 
stump that even the Germans scorned. 


"And I never did like vegetables," 


he said. "I hope I never have to eat 
another." 


One night a German soldier saw him 


swimming a river, and raised the 
alarm. 


"I felt sure they would be on top of 


me in a few minutes," he said, "so I 
ran upstream and swam back to the 
other side. I knew the ways of the 
Hun pretty well by then. They looked 
everywhere on the other side, but not a 
German came near me. 


"One of the hardest things I did 


was to swim the Meuse river. I had 
all my clothes on, to my boots, and 
the river was half a mile across. 
It 


nearly got me twenty-five feet from 
shore. 
I was choking, and I admit 


praying. 


"When I got up the bank I fainted. 


It was the only time I £ver fainted." 


Lieutenant O'Brien could not speak 


German. As a boy, a Momence baker 
of Teuton origin taught him a phrase 
of German, but be did not know what 
it meant. It was some "ten lifetimes" 
after'swimming the Meuse he found 
the nine-foot death fence of the Hol-v 
land frontier. 
Death all but got him 


then, as his improvised ladder dropped 
him on the charged wires. 


"A few minutes later," he said, "I 


could have 1 ripped the guard with my 
ladder. After he had gone I duy—dug 
as I never dug before in my life. My 
back was half an inch from death when 
I crawled under and into Holland."

County Bridge Damaged.

HINTS FOR THE 
POULTRY GROWERS 


In addition to the grain and the 
table ¿craps In feeding chickens for 
meat and eggs, It Is woH to feed a dry 
inash. This dry mash is composed oi 
various ground grains and is placed 
In a mash hopper or box from which 
the hens can help themselves. 
Tlie 
advantage of feeding such a mash is 
that the hens always have access to 
feed, and this tends to make up for 
any faulty, inexporienced, or insuill- 
clont feeding. 
The hens do not like 
the dry mash so well that they are 
likely *to overeat, but it will supply a 
source of feed in c*ise they are not 
getting, enough. 
The dry mash also 
provides a suitable medium for feeding 
beef scrap, a certain amount of whIeh 
may or may not be necessary, depend­ 
ing upon the amount of meat scraps 
avaih^le in the table waste. 
If the 
liens show a tendency to become over­ 
fat it may be desirable to close the 
mash liopper during a part of the day 
and allow them ac(*ess to it only dur­ 
ing a certain period, preferably the 
afternoon. 
A good dry mash is com­ 
posed of equal parts by weight of 
cornmeal, wheat bran, wheat mid­ 
dlings, and beef scrap. Another good 
mash is composed of tJiree parts by 
weight of cornmeal and one part beef 
scrap. 
Still a third mash, which Jias 
given excellent results. Is composed of 
one pound of M^heat bran, one j)ound 
i)f wheat middlings, 0.0 pounds of beef 
»scraps, and 10.5 pounds of cornmeal, 
The beef scrap used in the dry mash 
fs usually the most expensive ingred­ 
ient, but it is a very essential part of 
the mash and very eJiicient for egg 
proiiuction. 
It slamld not be elimi­ 
nated or reduced unless the quantity 
of meat in the table scraps is eonsid- 
erablos or unless some other product 
can be substituted for it. 
Fish scrap, 
when availalile, may replace the beef 
scrap, or cottonseed njeal can be used 
to replace one-half the beef scrap in 
the mash. No attempt should be nuide 
to replace in(U*e than Jialf the beef 
scrap witli cottonseed meal, as tJie re­ 
sults in egg productlijn and in the 
Muality of the v;jgs will be unsatisfac­ 
tory. 
Oreen cut bone can often be pur­ 
chased froni tJ)e butchei*. 
TJjIs jjk i- 
terial wJien procured fresh makes aJi 
excellent substitute for beef scrap. It 
should be jjurchased in small quanti­ 
ties, as It can not be kept fresh for 
any length of time and when spoiled 
may cause severe bowel trouble. It is 
best fed in a trough not oftener than 
every other day. allowing about one- 
half ounce per bird. »Should severe or 
continued Jooseness of the bowels fol­ 
low Ihe feeding of green cut bone it 
should be di;^continued or tiie quanti­ 
ty reduced. 
' Vegetable tops, parings, and .other, 


vegetable refuse supply a valuable and 
very necessary green feed for the-hens. 
Lawn clippings also are a valuable 
green feed. They can bo fed as soon 
as cut, or they may be dried or cured, 
stored in bags, and saved until winter, 
when they can be soaked In warm wa­ 
ter and fed In tliat condition or be 
mixed with some of the mash or with 
the table scraps.

The use of this milk would not only 
bring d(jwn the price, Doctor Robin­ 
son testiih’d, but it would certainly 
prevent any possibility of a milk fam­ 
ine when tho railroads are storm­ 
bound.

AVashington.—One of the interesting 
features of the present great revival in 
seagoing spirit throughout the coun­ 
try is the widespread popularity of the 


i study of navigation. 
Reports reaching tho United States 
hipping board indicate lively interest 
all over the country in the study of 
this ancient science, which -helped 
make the nation great in its earliest 
years of independence. 
Classes in navigation, conducted by 
the recruiting service of the board, to 
train otlicers for the ships of the new 
merchant marine, are being conducted 
on both coasts and on the Great Lakes. 
Candidates for admission come from 
every section of the Union. 
The cause of this nation-wide inter­ 
est in navigation is to be found in the 
gigantic development of the country’s 
mercliant marine. 
It is anticipated 
that not less than 12,000 new ofllcers 
will be required to handle the Ameri­ 
can cargo-carrying vessels now under 
construction, and not less than 85,000 
men will be wanted for the crews. 
A merchant oflicer today has many 
advantages in studying navigation that 
were not known to his seagoing ances­ 
tors. 
There was never a time when 
tho aids to navigation were so numer­ 
ous as now, or so well developed. 
While the manner in which a navi­ 
gator determines his ship’s position on 
the vast face of the deep must always 
be something of a mystery to the lands­ 
man, it does not long remain so to the 
earnest student of navigation. 
Some 
of the students at shipping board 
schools have been able, after three 
weeks* stud5% to-determine by obser­ 
vation the position of a ship at sea 
within three miles, which is considered 
a creditable performance. 
The best 
navigator^, on largo ships, when alijfe 
to check up Iheir observations by the 
work of more than one observer, some­ 
times do np better. 
¿arly Navigation. 
In the early days of ocean naviga­ 
tion tho navigator never knew his po­ 
sition at sea within many leagues. It 
v/as customary for ships on the voy­ 
age from Europe to America to sail 
westerly until a landfall v/as made, 
then coast to their destination. 
^Columbus JV)llowed this method, for 
want of anything bettx?r. 
Given sextant and chronometer, the 
navigator today reduces the job of 
finding his position to one of careful 
tjgurlng. 
I-atitude is found by obser­ 
vation of the height, or altitude, of the 
sun at noon. 
Longitude is quite another thing, it 
b(»ing the distance beiween two places 
on the earth*s surface, expressed in 
degrees. 
It is based on tho rotation 
nf Ihe earth on its iixis every 24 hours, 
causing meridians 35 degrees ax^art—a 
meJ’ldiim being a line between tho 


equator and tho polos—to pass under 
a certain fixed point in the heavens at 
one-hour intervals. 
For determining longitude all chro­ 
nometers used on American and Brit­ 
ish ships are sot on the time of the 
meridian of Greenwich observatory, 
near London. 
French ships figure 
from the meridian of Paris. 
Knowing by his chronometer the 
time at Greenwich, and by observation 
of the sun at S a. m. or 4 p. m. his own 
time, tho mariner, by the aid of tables, 
has only to find tho difference in these 
two times, to find his distance In de­ 
grees from Greenwich. 
This' found, 
the distance is easiry expressed 
in 
miles, and marks his position on his 
chart. 
''Dead Reckoning.'' 
Prior to the perfection of the chro­ 
nometer, the common method of deter­ 
mining longitude was by “dead reckon­ 
ing,“ that is, estimating a ship’s run 
day by day, by means of the log, a de­ 
vice for telling her speed by moans of 
the rate at which knots in a line, paid 


out astern, with a wooden “log** at the- 
end, slipped over tho rail in a given 
number of seconds. 
This was uncer­ 
tain, and baflllng 
winds 
and 
foul’ 
weather made it entirely imrollable. 
^lany fatal shipwrecks posulted from 
mistakes In estimating a ship’s posltloa 
by dead reckoning. England lost sev­ 
eral of her best ships of war in the 
eighteenth century by their losing 
their bearings and crashing upon a 
roclcy shore. 
One of its bravest ad­ 
mirals, Sir Cloudosley Shovel; lost hi^. 
life in a wreck caused in this way, 
Tho world owes much in navigation 
to the Portuguese, as it was Prince 
Henry the Navigator of that nation, 
who collated all the ancient lore on 
tho subject. In tho fifteenth century, 
and pointed tho way to better means 
of determining latitude than by the an­ 
cient astrolabe and cross staff. 
The sextant and chronometer were 
both of English origin, however, and 
were brought out within five years of 
each other, the sextant in 1731 and the 
chronometer—an Improved clock—in 
1735, 
Modern navigation, such as so 
many Americans are studying today» 
may be said to date from the perfec­ 
tion of these two instruments.

Chicago,—Pat O’Brien of Monience, 
111., is back from the fighting front. 
In the British flying corps the young 
man from Momonce Is known as Lieut.

His real story be­ 
gan when he made a descent of nearly 
two miles in* his airplane after a Ger­ 
man bullet in the face had rendered 
him unconscious. The fall cost him a 
bump on the head. 
He jumped out of the window of a 
moving train on his way to a German 
prison camp, and escaped. 
Then he 
spent 72 days in getting to Holland, a 
distance of 250 miles as the airplane 
flies. And the story ends with one of 
the longest Interviews with a king on 
record—52 minutes by the royal stop­ 
watch. 
Many times during those 72 nights of 
travel through Germany, Luxemburg, 
and

Belgium, 
American

“When I got up the bank I fainted. 
It was the only time I / 2vor fainted.’* 
Lieutenant O’Brien could not .speak 
German. As a boy, a Momenco baker 
of Teuton origin taught him a phrase 
of Gorman, but he did not know what 
it meimt. It was some “ten lifetimes** 
after swimming the Meuse he found 
the nine-foot death fence of the Hoi-' 
land frontier. 
Death all but got him 
then, as his improvised ladder dropped 
him on the charged wires! 
“A few minutes later,** he said, “I 
could have tripped the guard \ylth my 
ladder. After he had gone I du.;^—dug 
as I never dug before in my life. My 
back was half an inch from death when 
crawled under and into Holland.**
